Fiscal year. Stati propriations 

were reduced b\ ’o at the 

beginning ot the Fiscal year due 
to the state’s financial condition. 

State Funding tor libraries 
serving the blind and handi- 
capped was reduced to a level of 
S242.000 by the 1 .% cut. The 
1 1 subregional libraries and one 
regional library each received a 
base grant from state funds. The 
Wayne ("ounty regional library 
also received an additional grant 
oFS4”'.300. bringing the 
combined total to S289.300. 



J^^ichigan's l.ibrary Services and Construction Act 
(LSCA) grant program For libraries continued to 
dedicate all Federal mcmey to support grant programs 
in Michigan. 

In fiscal vear 1994. over S2 million in Federal L.SC'A 
Title I discretionary grant funds were made available 
For library projects in the areas of child care centers, 
community outreacli. handicapped, inadequate 
services, marketing, metropolitan libraries, rural 
librarv conference, small and rural libraries, and 
tech nology. 

Title I non-discreiionary funds were granted to 
subregional libraries serving the blind and physically 
handicapped. Major Urban Resource Libraries, and 
libraries in state residential institutions, to imprt>\e 
collections and services. 

LSCA Title II awards provided construction funds 
to five public libraries For alteration. e.\pansion, and 
new construction projects. Title III funds pros ided 
operation grants to 14 nuiltitype regions coopera- 
tion and supported five discretit^nary prt)jecis for 
building and strengthening the statewide database, and 
also Funded the Union List of Serials database storage 
costs. 

1‘nexpended prior year LSCA awards were redis- 
tributed to support the Library t)F M ich igan’s Internet 
Access Program. Funds were used to pian ide hardware, 
software, telecommunications costs, and training to 45 
public libraries in Michigan to access the Internet.
